In addition 192 children re- 
ceived service during the month, 
73 of whom were in foster 
homes. The total state and local 
cost for these child services was 
$5,731.55. Service was also 
given to two runaway children.

1. This is notice that the City of Belle Glade, Florida 
has employed a Dog Catcher for the purpose of enforc- 
ing ordinances pertaining to dogs and their care. Some 
of these provosions are as follows: 


2. Section 5-18 Code of Ordinances requires all dogs. 
permitted to be at large or in any public place, to be 
vaccinated against rabies. 


3. Section 5-12 Code of Ordinances requires that all 
dogs over the age of six months in the City shall be 
licensed, and the owner, or person harboring the dog. 
shall pay an annual license for each dog as follows: 

(a) For each male dog or spayed female dog __ $1.50 

(b) For each female dog $3.00 


4. Proof that a dog has been vaccinated for rabies 
within the past six months shall be submitted before a 
license will be issued. 


5. Any dog irregardless of whether licensed, vaccinated 
and tagged as proveded may be impounded if found at 
large on public schoolyards. public schoolgrounds, public 
parks. public playgrounds or public swimming pools. 


6. This is notice that the City will enforce these sections 
of the Code of Ordinances starting immediately.

Florida's setewworm quaran- 
tine regulations’ and state-em- 
ployed  screwworm inspectors 
will be operating shortly with 
full regulatory authority of the 
Federal government, it was an- 
ed today by Dr. M. E. 
, and Dr. D. L. 
Williams, State and Federal 
Directors, respectively, of the 
Screwwotm Eradication Pro- 
gram which has its headquart- 
ers here. 

Action is being ‘taken to give 
state inspectors authority to en- 
force Federal screwworm regu- 
lations, the two directors said. 
This will expand their powers 
to include control of interstate 
shipments of livestock and other 
animals besides intra-state con- 
trols under the quarantine of 
32 southern: Florida counties 
established May 1, 1958, by the 
Florida Livestock Board.
